BESFONSIBLE OOYEKNMENT. 

We do not intend to -writfl a dissertation 
on the beauties of Eeaponaiblo or Oonati- 
tutional (Government. People in British 
Columbia have come tonuderstand pretty 
■well where the responsibility of a govern- 
ment begins and where it ends. • They 
know — for the political experien'oo of the 
past few years has taught thorn it— that 
when a governmont ceases to enjoy the 
oonfldenco of the people it must make room 
for a ancoesaor. Whether the verdict bo 
juBt or iltojuBt; the result of unreasoning 
prejudioo or of well-founded distrust — the 
effect is the same. The government on 
vrhioh popular sentiment has fixed the 
seal of condemnation must go downbeforo 
the hot blast of public opinion. There is 
no help for it— -no hiilf way houso, no 
purgatorial retreat where the siusof omis- 
Bion and commission may be atoned for 
and the.delinquent in a day or two admit- 
ted . to the - enjoyment of the sweets of 
office. On the one sido shine the rays of 
official favor. On the other the occupants 
shiver in the "cold shades of opposition." 
Such is Responsible Government. Sim- 
ple, effective and sutisfaotory; because 
tbe voice of the people is la.\r, and is ro- 
flpooted as such. That voice is wrong at 
times. We incline strongly to the opin- 
ion that in a recent election contest of 
which we wot it was much in error. But 
the discomfltted must wait patiently until 
public opinion shall right itself. Every 
dog is said to have his day. Some huve 
a day and a ball; but it would ko 
frnitlesB to anticipate events or attempt 
by opposition to force popular opinion 
out of the chanuel iu which it has placed 
itself for thetiiuo being. The people may, 
as we have said, at .times be wronR; but 
wrong always rights itself. Besponsiblo 
Government is a great principle that will 
survive long after those who abuse it shall 
have passed away and been forgotten. It 
is the only system under which civilized 
men should live: a governmont of the 
people, by the people and for tbo people. 
In a few days there will be furnished n 
practical illustration of the beauty of the 
system. A government which a short 
while auo throw thumsalvoa on the coun- 
try to ask thiit a verdict bo passed on 
their policy have found that verdict re- 
corded against them. However much 
the rleciaioa is to be deplored, it is final 
and the existing goTernmeht^will'^'igruco 
fully and cheerfully make robin for their 
successors. A new policy will ha inau^ 
gnrated— a policy which, lot us hope, will 
satisfy the people and lead the country 
fairly on in the career of prosperity upon 
which it entered under the existing 
' Government. Now, were the. system of 
Government irresponsible; were the Fro 
vince still in Downing ' Street leading 
strings — publio opiuion might beat in an 
gry waves against the Executive witliouL 
disturbing its equanimity. The People 
are the last consulted in Kus!<ia. Before 
Oonfederation they were the last to bo 
oonsnlted here,. , Officialdom imposed 
taxes, voted itsi^wa%«BaIario8, spent the 
public money as'it 'listed, and snapped 
its fingers defiantly iu the faces of the 
few popular represontativea they admitted 
to the holy of holiea yclept a Legislative 
Council, from a similar infliction — good 
Lord deliver usl The pooplesbouldguard 
jealously their liberties, of which Kespon- 
sible Government is the germ, and resist 
any inroads upon it by designing poll 
ticians. 



Our London letter. 



(From oar owo Oorrespondent.) 



There is no feature of our social sys 
tern that would striko a stranger so 
readily as the diiference between Lon- 
don and country life, the one being 
fast, stirring and not bound bv what 
may be culled religious or social ortho 
doxy, while ihe other is staid, slow, 
and hedged rpund>i)y^-ideaB and tradi- 
tions of the pastf During tho Eustor 
and Whitsuntide holidays those pecu- 
liarities are to be noticed more thon at 
any other season of tho your, for then 
Oockneydom is enjoying itself to the 
height of its bent, while in tbe rural dis- 
tricts 'bafc; little attention is paid to 
the observance of those days either for 
pleasure or religion. The Easter boli 
days are the longest in the year be 
cause they extend from the Thursday 
evening to the ■ Tuesday morning 
Good Friday, Saturday, Sunday, and

OKNERAn ELECTION, 

Whioh in all probability will be soon up- 
on UB because the Liberals are oholleng 
ing the Government to an appeal to the 
country; but I think the Government 
would again be returned, for the landed 
gentry are true to tho traditions of their 
order in being utrong Oonsorvatives and 
thus as fur aa possible perpetuate tho feu- 
dalism that has for so many ages govern 
ed this country. The various semi-poli 
tical organizations of workingmen ore not 
idle and it is needless to say they are all 
Liberal and aa such very much opposed 
to.evory kind of toryism, whether in church 
or state and are doing all in their power 
to politically educate the maBsoa to tho 
changes that are sure to occur in tho near 
futurOi During the holidays tho dead 
walls were posted with huge placards oall- 
ing attention, to tho necessity and justice 
of diaestabliuhing and disuniting tho 
church from tho state, alleging that all 
state churches aro a wrong to tho people 
and have a direct tendency to prevent tho 
development of human intoUigonco. and 
national progress. Tho following are a 
few of the reasons set.forth why she should 
break her oonneotion with the state; be- 
oiiuae tbo Archbishop of Canterbury has 
fifteen thousand pounds a yoor more than 
tho Lord Chief Justice of England who 
is intellectually head and shoulders above 
him; because her Bishops are temporal 
rulers by virtue of having seats in the 
House of Lords, and history says they al- 
ways used their powers against progres- 
sive measures; bocauso her clergy are 
eligible to seats on tbe Magistorial Bench 
and experience has taught that they are 
the most harsh of uU our justices *of tho 
peace; because it'is a great wrong to, poo 
plo of other denominations to be by law 
compelled to pay for the support of a 
church in which they do not believe; be- 
oauBo she has at all times been against 
constitutional liberty both in tho colonies 
and on tho continent of ^urope; because 
sho was uguinst tho reformation of tho 
criminal code ond in favors of executing 
prisoners for crimes that are now settled 
by small fines. She was against Catholic 
emancipation and in favor of porpetuating 
the dreadful penal litws. She was against 
tho liberation of the West India blacks, 
many of her prelates alleging that slavery 
was sanctioned by scripture. Sho was 
against municipal reform and the oommu- 
tation of tithes. She was against , public 
cemeteries and the division q^ flTpaniibha, 
The above charges aa set forth 'on' th« 
postern are quoted from tho Times news- 
paper of October 9th, 187G. Sido by 
sido these posters are others giving the 
number of acres held by our leading aria 
trocratio families with their average rental 
and the way those lands wore acquired 
most of them being presents to oonrt fa- 
vorites by tho irresponsible .monarchs of 
past agoa. The acreage of those islands is 
about eighty millions of which there are 
about fifty millions in cultivation tlio rest 
being mountains, commons and game pro 
Borvos which are the souree of making 
between four and five thousand criminals 
every year. The Duke of Aberiporix? has 
6091 aoroB, the family beginning' with a 
partizan of James I., these lands being 
given by that pionarch to the favorite. 
Lord Aahburton has 80,9dl, the title ori- 
ginating with a Jewish broker in the city. 
The Duke of Bedford has 87,425, the 
whole of whioh was presented, to thoEua- 
sells by Henry 7III. This Dake owns 
Covont Garden Market and tho immense 
proportv surrounding it. Tho Earl of 
Breadalbano has {138, 358 'acres, quite 
enough to produce food and comfort for 
over 200,000 people, but now owned by 
one man. The Duke of Buccleugh has 
459,260 acres which is about the one hun- 
dredth part of the onltivatable area of those 
island, and the poster says that this Dake 
is the decendant of Lucy Waters, mistrosa 
of Charles II. Tho Marquis of Bute 
has 116,668 acres. The Duko of Clove- 
land has 102,774; the Duke of Devonshire 
has 203,281 acres, besides eleven towns in 
Ireland; Earl Pitzwilliam has 113,960 
acres or about 170 square miles; the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne has 135,519, the fam- 
ily originating with a man named Petty, 
a political hack of the Stuarts; tho Duke 
of Northumberland holds 185,515, or 
Bomething like 270 square miles for one 
family, while in the United Kingdom 
there are over seven million families; the 
Duke of Portland owns 161,062 acres, 
this family of Bontincks taking its rise 
from a Dutch page, who came over in tho 
service of William; the Earl of Soafiold 
holds 305,891 acres; and now comes tho 
greatest of them all, tho Duko of Suther- 
land, with 1,386,425 acres, suffioiont for a 
half million of people to livo on in com- 
parativo happiness. The address on tho 
poster ends os follows: '"Our romedyfdr 
this oppressive state of things, this ruin- 
ous social ovil, which is hardening day by 
day and hurrying our beloved country to 
revolution and anarchy, is simple and 
eflicacious, yet entirely in the lines of 
parliamentary fiscal pi'ocodure, A pro- 
bate duty of ten per cent, on all estates 
over one hundred acres, when tho owners 
die, is a sohcmo at onco cffloacioBS and 
would give relief instantly to tho country 
and peasantry without unduly oppressing 
the landed interest. A change mnstoome 
by legislation or by anarchy.. The former 
wo dread, the latter wo strive for earnestly. 
Electors, look to it, and see that a remedy 
is applied." To further the cause of land 
reform Qud church disestablishment meet- 
ings aro frequently held in different parts 
of the Metropolis, mere particularly on 
Sunday morniuga, Clerkenwell Green be- 
ing the place whore the largest number 
of people meet,

nOBREBT FROM TBEJ>£SBOX. 

James Gonroy, indicted for stealing the 
sum of $160 onjho 12tb of May from the 
person of William Hopson. 

The prisoner pleaded not ^iltj^^aad a 
jury was forthwith^empuuided!!^^; ' . 

William Hopson" Bworh , deposed that 
on tha day iu question he in company 
with tho prisoner and a friend walked out 
to tho Horsoand Jockey on tho EB(]^nimnIt 
road. They had several drinks in that 
house, and after a time he fall aaleep 
in a chair. When he awoke he missed 
some $160 from his clothas and the pris- 
oner was gone. He suspected the prisoner 
from a previous knowledge of him and 
immediately proceeded to the Telegraph 
Hotel where the prisoner was staying; 
witness laid an information against the 
prisoner charging him with stealing the 
money and he was arrested. ' . 

Cross-examined by Mr.^Eobertsou — 
First mot the prisoner three years since 
in San Francisco; worked with him in'the 
same shop for a month or two; was not 
iutimato with him and w«.8 never in part- 
nership with him; whilst in San Francisco 
ho was frequently out of work, and when 
so he bore a bad reputation; I and my 
friend Marsh had several drinks before 
going to the Horse and Jockey; when we 
got there wo and the prisoner took soy- 
eral more; two other men were sitting in 
tho bar-room; counted my money before 
leaving tho Telegraph Hotel; then had 
S3G-1: in my vest pocket; when J awoke 
found $150 of that in my pants' pocket; 
tho rest wfis gone; I made no con).plaint 
till I reached the Telegraph Hotel; 1 then 
told Mr. Marsh of my loss; Marsh then 
said tho prisoner had taken the money; 
eaw prifioner in his room and hp wi^s thpn 
stupidly drunk and aslpej), . 

Ee-examined— The prisoner has tha 
reputation in .San Franoisoo of being a 
pagiliat/and-ilfhauger on" and baa been 
knowh'td "go through" drunken mon. 

Frank Marsh, sworn, deposed to being 
in company with the prisoner and proso- 
cutor on May 12th last at tho Horfle_ and 
Jockey, whoro tboy iiad ppvpral drinks; 
after prosocutor fell aaloop priaouor said 
^'J know this man, and I'm going to take 
cnro of his monpy;" prjsofje]: then "went 
through" prosecutor's clothes aud took a 
quantity of money from his voat. Witppas 
anggested prisoner should count it and 
give an account of it to tho landlord) 
witness had known priaoner for only four 
or five days; prisoner admitted he had no 
money and had stowed away on the City of 
Panamafrom San. I'-ranoisoo; th8>proBa- 
outor soompd nnxions to avoid the pris- 
oner and told him he woo pot tp be trusted, 
and wonld "beat" hia father; when pris- 
oner took prosecutor's money ho oomr 
menped to spend it; when prisoner left 
the Horse au^ Joo)ioy be wanted to walk 
with witness, hut witpops Reclined hi^ 
company and advised him to go paqlc to 
his friend .and return the money to him 
when ho awoke. . 

CJross-examined — Prosecutor was not 
drunk when he reached the Horse and 
Jockey; got there ahout^ o'clock and left 
about half past four; saw tho prisoner exr 
amino prosecutor's pockets; after going 
through the other pockets and finding 
nothing prisoner took a roll of notes 
from prosecutor's inside vest pocket; saw 
prisoner count it and put some of it into 
his ownpooket;wh9n prosecutor returned 
to tho Telegraph Hotel he pomplained of 
losing some of his money; witness taid 
prisoner had his money and it wag all 
right; prisoner was arrested in his bed- 
room, he was drunk and some of the 
money was scnttored about the room; 
previous to the 12th of May prisoner and 
prosecutor appeared to bo on good terms, 

Patrick Everett testified to tho grosoou- 
tor, prisoner and Marsh coming to Lis 
houso, the Horse & Jockey Saloon, on the 
day in question; after taking several 
drinks tho witness Marsh threw the pros- 
ecutor, who was drunk, on the floor ;aioT8h 
was going to kick him, but witness . came 
from behind the bar and told him ,^nofc to 
do it; thaipnapner thoh^fltap 
said thnthe''was a friend of- the prosoon- 
tor and would take oare of him; he ulso 
said he would take caro of his money; 
witness said, "if you do yon must count 
it in tho presence of myself and Marsh," 
The prisoner agreed to do so and then 
commenced to search tho proseoator'a 
pockets; prisoner first found Bome $8 ;ia 
silver in the pants and vest pockets which 
ho placed on the counter; he continued to 
go through the prbsocutor's pockets and 
witness saw him drop something on the 
sly into his own pocket; witness made 
him give it up and it proved to be a roll 
of silver; after taking two twenty dollar 
notes and sdmo gold-from tKe'^ptbsedator 
ho took a roll of notes from his vest pock- 
et, unfastened it and protended to count 
the lot; witness uakod himto'lot bim ocuut 
it in tho presonco of Marsh, but he -yould 
not do so; he said that there was $110 in 
notes; the prisoner and Marsh afterwards 
went outside and commenced wrangling 
and sparring; wheh'they came back Marsh 
Hiiicl tbat prisoner must hate more than 
§400 in bis pocket; tho prisoner wlion 
counting tho money appeared to bo shov- 
ing Q portion of tho notes on one side for 
himself; the witness Marsh also wanted to 
got a note aud tho prisoner wanted to 
change a S20-note for a drink; witness 
would not allo.w him do so and told him 
to be careful what he was about os if any' 
thing wus wrong it would be brought np 
against him next day; after a time witness 
brought the prosecutor to his senses; but 
ho was still drunk; he demanded first 
§160, then §180, then S165 from tho pri- 
soner; witness could see that ha did not 
know what he waa about and told him tha 
prisoner bad all his money; prosecutor 
said ho wanted it and the prisoner handed 
him some §160; prosecutor thereupon said 
"if this is not all right,. I'll have yon up 
in "the morning." As soon os possible 
witness got rid of all three of them and 
shut the door of his bouse; in tho evening 
prisoner roturnod and purchased a drink; 
he then had money about him. 

Charles Stevens testified to seeing tha 
prisoner on the evening of the alleged 
robbery. He was then drunk and boast- 
ing that ho had.', money; previous to the 
12th prisoner had admitted to him that 
ho had no money. 

Andrew Astrico, proprietor ef the Tele- 
graph Hotol, testified to the prisoner 
coming to hia houso and asking for board 
stating that he had no rhoney; witness 
allowed him to board on the understand- 
ing that he would go to work at the foun- 
dry; on tho Sunday evening in f[uo8t3on 
the prisoner had money and paid for a 
drink; he was then drunk. 

This closed the ease for the Crown and 
Mr. Eobertson, Q.C., who appeared for 
the prisoner, briefly reviewed the evidence 
and contended that the prisoner had 



taken the money from the prosecutor 
merely as the act of a friend to ensure its 
safe keeping. 

Hia Lordship summed up and instruct- 
ed tho jury that if they thought tho pri- 
soner had seorotad the roll of silvor in his 
pocket with the intention of appropriat- 
ing it to his' own use or had withheld a 
portion of the notes taken from the pros- 
ecutor for his own purposes then he had 
committed a theft and tho verdict must 
be guilty. If, however, the jury thought 
the prisoner had taken the money with- 
out any felonious intent whatever the ver- 
dict would bo not guilty. 

The jury then retired and found a ver- 
dict of guilty, recommending the prison- 
oner to mercy, ' 

His Lordship directed that all prison- 
ers should bo brought up for - sentence at 
noon on Friday.

Samuel White, indicted""for" having 
committed perjury before Sir M. B. Beg- 
bie at tha last asaizo in the case of one 
William Bpyl, for whom ho appeared as 
witness on the 12th November. 1877. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty, 

Mr, Mason in a few words explained 
that tho indictment was drawn up by 
Chief Justice Sir M, B, Bogbie at tho lust 
assizes, in November, 1877, boforo whom 
the prisoner appeared ns a witness on bo- 
half of a shipmate, William Boyl, who 
was then charged with throwing a piece 
of coal at a gaoloi'. The prisoner jjosi- 
tively Bworo that Boyl did not throw tho 
coal, and that one of the witnesses for tho 
pTOspontion was shut up in his cell and 
CQpld pot possibly see anything that went 
on. , My. Mason then produced tho Eeg- 
istrar'a certifioato of the judicial proceed- 
ings in the Court during tho assizes hold 
in November, 1877. 

P. Wpollapott, being sworn, said ho 
peoollpcted a prisoner named Boyl being 
tried at the last assizes for on assault on 
him; he was then and is now gaolor of the 
Viotorift prison, Witness then shortly 
narrated the oircnmatancos of tho assault. 
Boyl and White were prisoners in tho 
gaol. On the lat November, 1877, having 
unlocked tho colls to lot the prisoners 
out, witness wos proceeding out of tho 
possage to the cells when he was struck 
h severe hlo^TvOn the back of the head 
by a piece pf coal. On turning round, 
frotfj tfie expression on Boyl's face, who 
was about a yard and a half distant, be 
concluded that ho was the person who 
throw the coal, npd from other informa- 
tion received laid a charge againat him of 
aasaiilt, for which ho was tried and con- 
vieted. Wa» present during the trial and 
flaw Bam nel White sworn as a witness on 
behalf of William Boyl. White stated 
that Boyl did not throw liio piece of coal, 
a^d thfit if ho h""! so ho (White) 
would have seep it. Ho also sworp that 
Swillap,'' a witness for tho prosecution, 
was in bis coll; that the coll dpor was shut 
fjnd it was impoBsiblp for hjm to have 
aaen. 

Oro88-eramined-Thero was another wit- 
nasa, . named Johnny, who swore that ho 
saw the coal thrown. 

To the Court— Could not recollect the 
exact number of priaoners that he turned 
out; there may have bepn forty. Thoaght 
Boyl wuB the man who struck him on ac- 
count of tho look on his face, 

Swellap, being duly cautioned through 
an interpreter.said the gaoler was opening 
the door of tho cell and be pushed it open 
further; saw the sailor named Paddy 

?}oj\ throw the ptopo whjoh struck Wool- 
acott. He was standing just outside his 
coll behind tha door when he saw Boyl 
throw tho stone. 

His Lordship said ho considered 
that when the gaolor went to let 
some forty or more refractory men out 
of their cells that there should be some 
relithla person with him iu case of as- 
sault an, otherwise, it was but poor econo- 
my and needless exposure of an officer's 
life. 

This finished the case for tho prosecu- 
tion, 

Tho prisoner, who had no witness to 
call and nO naval officer present to give 
him a good character^ then 'addressed tho 
jury explnining to theih the Circumstances 
of the case. He added" he had . received 
no notice of his trial till this morning. 

His Lordship said this case might have 
been made much plainer had there been 
a reliable jjorson with Mr. Woollaoott. 
Ho trusted this would-be remedied in fu- 
tar«. The verdict found by the jury of 
the lost Assizes has nothing whatever to 
do with the present jury, ■ They were 
bound to judge on tho evidence 
given to- day, the reliability of which 
rested on the Indian witness Swellap, not 
a very creditable one conside.ring what he 
IB in gaol for, aud he trusted for tho f u- 
tnra that the Court and the jury wonld 
never be expected to deal with such cases 
and that a gaoler will for the future al- 
ways have a reliable witness with bim in 
case of assaults, ko. Ho directed tho 
jury to decide first whether tbo prisoner's 
evidence last year was false and if so did 
the prisoner know it to be false and wil- 
fully swear to':it as anoh.'. , 

The jury" Without retiring returned a 
verdict of not guilty and the Court ad- 
journed till Friday next.
